FENIAJTiSK IiTTHI8 CITY.

The following are the material portions of an address
recently Issued from the headquarters of the Senate
branch of tne Fenian Brotherhood of this city

Since the men of 1848 railed the standard of freedom
In an abort ve attempt to rescue tlieir nativo land from
the thraldom under whlcb it groaned, noarly twenty
years hod paused away without witnessing any effort of
our people to redeem their lost Independence by an
armed effort.the only means by which enslaved nation¬
alities ever regain the rights of which by superior power
or cunning they may have been deprived. Pistracted
by internal feuds, their strength wasted by periodical
famines, the result of alien oppression and misrule;
tbeir confidence in thoir own power shattered by tbo
treason -ind failure of leaders who, by specious prom¬
ises and noisy agitation, lured them on only
to betray and sell them, It is not to be won¬
dered at that the mass of the Irish people lost
heart and faith In every thing save the justice
ot' their cause, or that there should come on thom In mat¬
ters political an ai«tliy so deep that their ancieat foes
should mistake it for the torpor of approaching dissolu¬
tion, and, hugging themselves in tne belief that the
hated Cells were, indeed, "gone with a vengeance,"
slid that they should never again have to dread the bat¬
tle shock wnich bad so often made their empire trem¬
ble, should repeat Against us the Bneer of the infidel phi¬
losopher that the Iri-h, however prompt to light In the
quarrels of other nations, were lacking either in courage
or patriotism when the question was of battling for their
own.
To that reproach our people are no longer amenable.

The soldiers of Ireland have once more met their English
foes in battle, at Fort Erie and Rldgeway ; their valor has
again wrested victory from vastly superior force; and In
tbo only encounters permitted undor the eircuinstauoes
the green dag of Erin waved triumphantly over the
blood-stained ensign that has too long symbolised the
enslavement and degradation of our race.
The pRnpects of our cause are more cheering at the

present hour than they have been at any period since the
remnant of the Irish army under Sarsfleld gazed for the
lasi time on the land whose hopeless destiny tbeir devo¬
tion could not alter.
As represented to-day by this, the only really national

Irish organization, our people stand higher than ever In
tbo estimation of the true friends of human free¬
dom. Our worst enemies must admit that in the energy
and zeal with which they have pursued tbe wotk of
liberation, in the steadiness with which they have re¬
sisted every effort to chain them down to the narrow and
obsolete tenets of feudalism, and In their firm and orderly
conduct In the face of opposition as imtailng aa It was
unexpected, our people have eminently proved their fit¬
ness for iho enjoyment of rational liberty and self-
government, oven as they have shown by their courage
in tbe Held their capacity to conquer those indispensable
adjuncts to national greatness and prosperity.

brothers, before you is a great work. It baa united all
that is good and honest of the Irish element in one aolid
phalaux, while behind you are the sympathies of the
great American people, wbo have seen your sinoerity
proved by the promptitude with which the men of the
organization responded to tho call to arms, tbeir eager-
nuss to rcacb tho scene of action, at whatever sacrifice
or expenso to themselves, and, above all, their admira¬
ble conduct and perfect discipline under tbe most trying
circumstances.
On all hands tbe Justtoe of oar cause la acknowledged,

and ii If admitted that, with Bujh a vast power as oar
organization ha4 developed, with .competent minds di¬
recting ibe tried and faithful military element wo pos-
scm. success must have crowned our efforts, and British
rale have been forever annihilated on this continent, but
for the Inter crcnce of the administration at Washington.
To that Interference and to the measures, as arb trary

as they were unexpected, taken by the Executive and
head of the State Department te defeat our movement,
wo refer with reluctance. Our just anger at the troacberv
practised against us is tempered by sorrow that the name
of A inor can republicanism should be sullied by such
truckling to the necessities of forel.-n despotism on the
part of men' Invented with tbe highest trust in tbe
commonwealth. Hut we approach the subject with con¬
fidence, knowing that tbe verdict of tbe American people
has already b en pronouncod in our favor, and that the
representatives of tho nation in Congress have already
e*pre<-sed the r condemnation of tho aromaious code «f
laws under pretence of which a few ofll< ials have lent
themselves to act as the protective police of a power
which in tho hour of o >r recent trial proved itsolf the
dnatlirat foe of the republic. Already the legislation of
the American Con ress on the subject of the miscalled
'.neutrality" law Is taking definite shape, and in the re¬
peal o I' the obnoxious features of this statute, we shall
find at ouc« the removal of an obstacle In our path, and

a sure test of the sine rlty of tbe professions of friendship
aud sympathy with our cause which have been so pro¬
fusely tendered of late.
The address, after repelling aa unfounded the charge

that tbe Fenian Brotherhood was being used as a means

for disposing of tbe votes of Irish citizens to one or
other of the parties into which sectional differences hare
divided the Amcrlcui people, goes on to say..

Ingratitude has never been Imputed to us as a people;
and whilo wo ni nt remember wall affection and respect
those noble representative men who, wlilio t distinction
ol psrty, in the councils of this nation have spoken out
In behalf of our cause, we mnst also recollect thnt to tiie
great republic wo owo the duty of faithful children in
rsmrn for the citlronship bestowed ii|>on us. the highest
boon within the compass of human legislation. The in-
t< rostr of liberty are every wli ro identical, and those
who would prevent the extonalnu of its ble-s ug« to Ire.
land r innnt be Its friends In America. Krom the men
or the pnriy who, holding in abeyance the Just claims of
the United States to compensation lor Injuries as out¬
rageous as they were unprovoked, shape th Ir action so
as to subserve tbe necessities and prop up the tottering
fabric ot monarchy here, we canex|ioct neither sympathy
nor assistance In our endeavors to establish a republic In
our fatherland. In Burnt* the political horizon is
darkened with clouds which must ere long emit tho
lurid llroa that may wrap tbe whole continent in u blaze
of war.
Whether England, tho oppressor and hereditary foe of

our nice, shall ho diawn into the struggle, or whether
by the exercise of the cringing policy nhK h has of late
alone marked her actions she may contr ve to keepaloof from 'tie contest, hor loss of p^ntigt aud influence
in the ro ncll of tuitions is equally certain. Her destinyIs within the control of the people whom she robbed and
tonnred while she pn«esscd the power. By the r atti¬
tude alone they have paralysed her strength aud defeat¬
ed her diplomacy; and to-day, without honor or powerbefore the world, she stands .sentinelling. a« with the Isst
effort ot tbe hr to lore.' In which she trusted, iho tomb
wham she had de laced tbe righto and liberties ot the
Irish rone Interred forever, and, like the pagan soldier
at the Holy Sepulchre, cowering before the Resurrect on
she is pow ericas to prevent.

It appears lo be generally supposed by the p iblie that
the present Excise law, passed April 14, 1840, is in its

provisions and penalties peculiarly rigid and stringent.
It will appear, however, upon a cur-wry examination of
Its predecessors that this is not the case.

From the earliest colonial period exclso laws of various
characters and objects have been enacted, and many in
the older period, and somo since the State organization,
have contained provisions, restrictions, penalties and
remedies In most respects more rigorous and severe

than the present law. 80 far from the aot now In force

being original, either in its directions, requirements or

penalties, It Is in nearly all essontials similar to and

probably drafted from the law of 1867, immediately
anterior to It In effect, and the Inw of 18M, repealed as

unconstitutional, and the laws of 1843, 1843 and 1820
A brief historical analysis of the several statutes will

trace the progress of the developments of the public
will In relation to this subject of municipal regulation,
as well as exhibit the various attempted encroachments

upon private rights and property besides manifesting
the reaction from the counter influences of public disap¬
proval and Judicial restraint. Without seeking for blue-
law precedents or Pur.tanic authorities our ancestors

early discovered that the publio traffic In intoxicating
beverage* was a proper subject of governmental manage-

meat, both for purposes of regulating public morals as

well as to provide a sonroe of revenue. The latter
mercenary object Is conspicuous In the present law.
The earliest complete ntnluU In tbe colony was under

the governorship of Robert Hunter, passed October 23,
1713, entitled '-An act for lavlu* an excise on all strong
liquors retailed In this colony," enacted by the Gover¬
nor, Council and General Assembly. A specific excise
or duty was laid on all liquors, specifically prescrb d as

"a quarter of an ounco or Bcvll, Pillar or Mexico
plate" for everr gallon of liquors retailed, and three-
quarters of an ounce lor "every barr I of beer or cyder. "
The excise tax was farmed out to the highest bidder,

who was to give a bond, and pay over quarterly all the
taxos to the Treasurer of the Colony, with bis accounts.
When the excise was not fanned out the Mayor uud

Justices oould compel the sellers thoinsclves to give se¬

curity for their excisos and take licenses, at a price
equal to their highest annual excise dues. When liquor
was received by I lie dealers they had to re|iorl at once
to the farmers of the excise and pay tho lax, or Ihey
were liable to have their goods confiscated, and, In ad¬
dition, to forfeit three times tbe valuo of their Jlquor.
Selling without license was subject to flue rtt £4
and imprisonment if not paid. Selling to negroes was
doable forty shillings. Tbe boro gb of Westchester
was raised to equal character with tbe corporation of
New York. Peculiar charter privilege* were allowed to
both. Moneys received for excise, licenses and Ones
were applied to the colony debt*.
The next statute was passed October 29, 1730, and was

chiefly intended as a regulation of the netrm population
to prevent conspiracies and to preserve order and letnper-

snce among them. Selling l.quor to them win finable
forty shillings fur each offence, and enforced by Impri¬
sonment lor non-payinenl.

Selling without
licen-e was flnabl In £100.half to tho prosecutor and
half to the poor. The chartered lights of New York and
Westchester were secured, and tho aU to run one year.
The act of MarcS 14, 1781, was substantially like the

The excise duty >ra*, for license £2 to £S. and
sixteen sliiliinya fee; £10 fine for selling without license.
Bond of £.M> to keep orderly house, and the applicant
was required to tuke the oath of alleg ancc to 111 Slate;

On any person's complaint
that he believed that Uqtior was kept In any unauthorized
place a search warriut could bo humed and
a warrant for tho .inert of the onervier, if
any were bo found. The liquor was snized, the
owner notified, and claims of third persons heard and
passed upon. Regular proceedings could be resorted to,
with right of appeal. 4c., to determine whetb r tho
liquor was or was not the offender's property uud If in
the original package in which It was Imported, 4c. If
declared forfeited a warrant issued for the destruction of
the liquors uud tho salo of the vessels In which It was
contained, Ac.

At one of these
place#*, the lagor beer saloon No. 62 Dean street, sold
out its supply of beer by twelce o'clock
and the proprietor waa obliged to get a fresh
supply. The counsel for the Brooklyn Liquor Dealers*
A.-ho latlon rode around the city from utaiion bouse to
station bouse and among the police courts attending to
the Interests of their clients. Justice* Cornwall, Welsh
and iwansticld hold court from the middle ol' the fore¬
noon to try the cases of violation of the Excise law, and
Dearly ail the arrests enumerated below were taken
before them and the parties held to bail until the consti-
t <tl nality of the law is tested before the Court of Ap¬
peals
